This, our millennium and last, Forward is dedicated to “the family of 
St. Joseph,” by which we mean all of the students, parents, teachers 
(both Religious and lay) and others who, over the past 99 years, have 
contributed to making St. Joseph that unique combination of persons and 
energy that is forever inscribed in each of our hearts. 

At this time of celebration of the final graduating Class of 2000 and 
nearly a century of glory in Yamate, 11 1$ fitting to reflect on the 
myriad subjective St. Josephs which exist neuron/cyberspace-like in 
the paradigms of our interconnected consciousness.

Charles (who lived Christ's message), Soo 
Myung Chai (former IEP student who died when KAL 007 was shot down 
in 1984), Mr. S. Bielous (graduate of 1933 and father of '67 and '68 
graduates), and Paul Alff (21 year SJIS teacher and friend), are afew 
of the departed “St. Joseph family” members living in my mind. 

Although by the time you actually read this, the bricks-and-mortar 
SJC/IS at 85 Yamate-cho will no longer be functioning as the school we 
each (in his or her own way) knew, the “family of St. Joseph” will not 
die. Not only will it live on, it will actually grow as we establish new 
connections with people around the globe and share with these new 
(once removed) members of the “family” the special place in our hearts 
called St. Joseph. Then, as each of us fortunate enough to have known 
the school first-hand passes from the world, the “family of St. Joseph” 
will over the generations gradually fade from human consciousness. 

This slow flickering of the light of memory is as natural as children 
burying their parents or the grass returning to Hiroshima. Life moves 
forward, but we mortals struggle as vainly to hold on to our cherished 
experiences as we do our lives.
